REVELL ("Jerry" to c 1 o s e 

friends) began his life in the 
small town of Lead. S.D. in 
1909, but moved to California 
with his mother at five years 
of age. After graduation trom 
Los Angeles High School, he 
went to Billings Mont., where 
he began to work in the steel 
business as a welder.

As he so aptly puts It, "I 
come from an unusual back­ 
ground as far as steel is con­ 
cerned, because I come from 
seven generations of men who 
worked with steel. This goes 
back to the 'Hammers and 
Anvils' days in Ireland."

The firm which Revell heads 
is receiving orders for pipe 
and complete mills from Can 
ada, Mexico, South Africa, 
France, Scotland, Italy, Argen­ 
tine and other countries.

THE COMPANY has de- 
velopcd a system which per­ 
mits them to put a steel pipe 
of any length in one end of 
the forming machinery and 
finished pipe comes out the 
other. The process is complete­ 
ly automated, limiting their 
production staff to a mere 
eight men.

New pipe making techniques 
and machinery are continually 
being developed by the firm.

Scarlet fever and strcpto- 
coccal or septic sore throat are j 
really just different forms of | 
the same infection, which are' 
caused by certain strains of 
bacteria called streptococcus, j

As in so many of the con-' 
tagious diseases, the illness i 
that is caused by this disease ! 
is seldom severe unless treat­ 
ment is neglected and compli­ 
cations develop.

Some 680 cases of scarlet 
fever have been reported to | 
local health officials in Los An­ 
geles County so far this year i 
as against 1.011 for the same ! 
period in 1962. Fatality is low, j 
but about one death occurs in | 
every 300 to 400 cases re-1 
ported.

     
ALTHOUGH this streptococ- 

cal infection may occur in per­ 
sons at any age. children in the 
five-to-nine-year-old age group 
are the ones most frequently 
stricken. Signs of the infection, 
particularly if it is severe, in­ 
clude a high fever, sore throat, 
tonsillitis, swollen glands in the 
neck, nausea and vomiting. In 
the case of typical scarlet fever, 
a rash also appears.

The scarlet rash that occurs 
on certain parts of the body is 
the chief difference between 
the entity known as scarlet 
fever and other streptococcal 
throat infections. With the ex­ 
ception of Negroes, the rash 
does not appear on the face in 
a typical case of scarlet fever 
though the cheeks are usually 
flushed. In any event, the rash 
is a visible sign that the bac­ 
teria are cither potent produc­ 
ers of a rash-producing toxin 
or that the person has no im­ 
munity to the toxin.

THE OLDER an individual 
is. the less likely it is that the 
scarlatinal rash will develop in 
the presence of a strep throat 
since the individual is gener­ 
ally immune to the toxin by 
the time maturity is reached. 
When a strep throat occurs 
after childhood it is. so to 
speak, scarlet fever without 
the rash.

Transmission of the disease 
occurs through contact with 
the nasal, throat or lesion dis­ 
charges of the sick person, or 
through personal contact with 
objects freshly contaminated 
with such discharges. Patients 
recovering from the illness, 
and healthy persons as well for 
that matter, may be nasal car­ 
riers of the infective organisms 
for a time and so be a means 
of spreading the infection to 
others.

The importance of air-borne 
transmission of the streptococ­ 
cal strains that cause strep 
sore throat is not clearly estab­ 
lished, although they reach the 
air via contaminated dust, and 
the clothing and bedding of the 
sick person. Furthermore, it is 
possible that outbreaks of the 
disease may occur after inges- 
tion of certain foods contami­ 
nated by these particular strep­ 
tococci.

STREPTOCOCCAL THROAT
infection can be prevented and 
cured with specific drugs. Per­ 
sons under treatment usually 
become free of the organisms, 
and therefore noninfections, 
soon after the course of treat­ 
ment is started. Untreated per­ 
sons may spread the disease 
for months. There is no prac­ 
tical immunization against the 
disease.

A lack of medical care in 
these cases may lead to serious 
consequences. Complications 
that may occur in the face of 
neglect include rheumatic 
fever, rheumatic heart disease, 
tonsillar abscesses, ear infec 
tions. or an inflammation of 
the kidneys called nephritis.

SECOND ATTACKS of scar 

let fever are rare, but the con­ 
trary is true in the case of 
streptococcal sore throat. As 
soon as the signs of this infec­ 
tion become evident, it is im­ 
portant to obtain medical atten­ 
tion as quickly as possible.
